fan advantage over the other in respect of Toll, and 
Jeaving each to be used, as may be found most 
onvement, for trafic. The rates of Toll (under the 
rules of Regulation NVILL 1806, and) Regulation 
VIL 1810, of the Bengal Code,) which have here- 
tofore been levied on oats passing through, or 
enteting into, Tolly’s Nullab, or akhana 
Canal (of which the Civeular Canal, now commu- 
nieating with the Hooghly, is a contiouation) vary
